REMARKS 

Claim 10 is amended and claims 34. 35 and 40 are canceled without prejudice to future 
prosecution. The instant claim amendments are made solely to claim subject matter that the 
Applicant intends to pursue at this time and are not made for any reasons relating to patentability. 
Support for the amendments can be found throughout the specification thus raise no issues of 
new matter. Applicant reserves the right to pursue any subject matter that is canceled by the 
instant amendments in future prosecution of this application or in future divisional or 
continuation applications. 

After entry of the amendments set forth above, claims 10, 33 and 36-39 are pending in 
this application. 

Applicants respectfully request entry of the instant amendment, which places the 
application in condition for allowance. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the claimed invention in view of the 
foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, First Paragraph 

The rejections of claims 34 and 40 under 35 U.S.C, § 1 12, First Paragraph as allegedly 
failing to comply with the written description requirement and of claims 34, 35 and 40 as 
allegedly lacking enablement, are respectfully traversed. The Examiner has not rejected the 
instant claims under 35 USC § 1 12, First Paragraph. Accordingly, the rejections do not apply to 
the instant claims.
